away so soon. If an egg exporter wanted to 
sell “seconds,” he had got to stamp each 
egg. but none of these were stamped. 

Dofendant said that his firm was the 
eldest in Strabane carrying on the egg husi- 
s, and in the busy season they despatched 
average of 1.000 cases a week. Since the 
irketing of Eggs Act had heen passed he

PARLIAMENT’S POWERS. 

Mr. Simms said that Mr. Elliott had raised 
R very serious constitutional question by 
challenging the powers of the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland to make laws regarding eggs. 
He thought that 3f Mr. Elliott was going 
to raise a constitutional question like this, it 
was a colossal one for the magistrates or the 
humble practitioners of that Court to go into. 
He submitted that the case had been clearly 
proved. 

After consultation with the other magis- 
trates the Chairman (Captain Gosselin, R.M.) 
announced that the majority of the magis- 
trates dismissed the case; but he did not 
agree with them. 

Mr. Simms asked on what grounds was 
the case dismissed. 

The Chairman said that he did not know, 
as he did not agree with the decision. © 

Mr. Elhott said that if Mr. Simms was not 
satished he could ask for a case stated.

THE EARL OF HAREWOOD. 

The Congress, which is attended by repre- 
sentatives of the veterinary profession in 
more than sixty countries, was opened lay the 
Earl of Harewood, who expressed a feeling of 
shame because of the position which is at 

resent occupied ty the British Royal 

éterinary College. 

It is, I regret to say, he continued, not an 
institution of which we can for the moment 
be proud. Badly equ.pped and worse housed, 
it is a marvel to me that from it such a 
large proportion of the eminent veterinary 
surgeons of this country have emanated. 

Lord Harewood mentioned that when the 
first Congress held in 1863 was ip progress a 
terrible cattle plague raged throughout 
Europe. Only two years later the plague 
reached England, and the cost of stamping 
it out was about five millions sterling. For- 
tunately, several of the most serious diseases, 
including rabies and sheep-pox, wére now al- 
most stamped out. An even more costly 
disease of recent ycars was foot-and-mouth 
disease. 

PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 

[ regret to say that preventive measures 
have not yet been devised in all countries 
in order to exterminate it, he added. I would 
go so far as to say that the measures carried 
out in this country, although to a large ex- 
tent successful, are such that I hope they 
will in a short time become out of date and 
will be superseded by better ones, when more 
thorough and complete investigation into the 
disease has taken place. 

Referring to the terrible disease of tuber- 
culosis in animals, particularly in cows, Lord 
Harewood said :—' When you are able to 
deal with that disease successfully you will 
not only have performed a great service to 
the icultural and animal-loving worlds, 
Jut also you will have done a big thing to 
improve the health ot the human race.”

DELEGATES VISIT BELFAST. 

Three hundred and fifty delegates, who 
are attending the World's Poultry Congress 
in London, arrived in Belfast yesterday, 
and will spend a busy two days. visiting 
plates of interest in the North. The dele- 
gates, who arrived from Dublin, were met 
at, the Great Northern Railway terminus by 
Mr. W. C. Glover; Dr. J. 8. Gordon, secre- 
tary to the Northern Ministry of Agricul- 
ture,; Dr. G. 8. Robinson, assistant secre- 
tary, and Mr. ‘Sidney Smith. 

Some of the deleyates were afterwards con- 
ducted over the n shin s of Messrs. Har- 
laid and Wolff, and another party was taken 
on a tour of inspection through several of 
the largest linen manufactories in the city. 

The entire ty later paid a flying visit 
to Stormont Castle, where they were greatly 
interested in tha efforts of the Ministry .in 
the dévelopment of the poultry industry. 
They were much impressed by the systematic 
egg layirig comipetitions and the research 
work couducted there under the auspices of 
the Northern. Ministry of Agriculture. 

In the afternoon the party visited Go- 
vernment House at Hillsborough, and in the 
evening they were the guests of the Northern 
Government at dinner at the Ulster Hall. 

To-day they will make a tour to various 
beauty spots, including Portrush and the 
Giant's Causeway, and, returning ria the 
Coast road to Larne, will embark there, en 
raute for Glasgow.

SLOW AND EXPENSIVE 
PROCEDURE. . 
———- 
SUGGESTED CHANGES. 
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(From A L&GAL ene) 

A good deal of criticism was heard from 
time to time during the Trinity Law uinge 
about the waste oí time involved and the 
expense incurred in legal p ings com- 
menced in the Free State Circuit 
Courts under the present legal  sys- 
tem. It is acknowledged on all sides 
that the judges are expeditious in their 
work, painstaking and scrupulously careful 
to seé that full justice is done to everyone, 
and nothing but the highest praise is heard 
of them and of the court officials; it is the 
system itself that is unfavourably commented 


upon. 

- QUESTION OF DELAY. — 

Many péople who have had experience of 
the administration of the law feel that there 
is very considerable delay—in some cases in- 
tolerable delay—in Circuit Court proceedings, 
particularly in having appeals from decisions 
of Circuit Court judges heard, These appeals, 
under the present system, must be heard and 
disposed of by two lodges of the High. Court. 
As the system works to-day, appeals, in many 
cases, are not heard for a period cf hetween 
one year and two years. This, however, 1s 
not. the worst that could be advanced against 
the existing procedure. The expense is great, 
owing to the fact that when a Circuit Court 
judge gives his decision, and an appeal is 
taken from it, the shorthand notes of the 
evidence must be extracted, together with 
copies of all material documents put in ev)- 
dence, and forwarded to the High Court. and 
copies of these notes and documents must, 
generally speaking, be. made for the use of 
counsel for the appellant and for the re- 
spondent. “This, of course, occasions very 
considerable outlay, especially if the case be- 
fore the Circuit Court judge has occupied 
much time, or if the documents are 
voluminous. a i 

Owing to the uncertainty about the time 
when actual appeal may be seard, it 1s 
almost always essential for more than one 
counsel to be retained; and, in country cases. 
for an agent in Dublin of the country solicitor 
to be instructed to watch the appeal. The 
actual results of the system are, in additjon, 
regarded by many as most unsatisfactory, be- 
cause the two judges of the High Court hear- 
ing the appéal do not see the witnesses or 
hear them cross-examined, and are bound by 
the mere writtén note of the evidence; and 
the consequence of this is that but in few 
cases can, or will, the High Court interfere 
with the finding of fact, although many ap- 
péllants feel that, had the facts been investi- 
gated by the appeal judges at the start, and 
had these judges seen the witnesses and 
heard the original evidence produced at the 
trial, the result of the case might have been 
entirely different. The obvious remedy would 
appear to be a re-hearing by one judge or 
more. who could, if necessary, travel to the 
various centres of the different circuits and 
ve-hear the cases on oral testimony, with 
the original evidence produced before him or 
them. 

SYSTEM OF APPEALS. 

By some it is also thought that the present 
system of appeals from the Circuit Court 
tends to favour successful ag eed inasmuch 
as the sworn testimony at the hearing before 
the Circuit Court Judge may not infrequently 
be shown to be wholly inaccurate, The same 
criticism ‘applies to certain documents which 
may, on subsequent examination, prove to be 
wholly inacenrate. The present system of 
appeal. upon notes, however, assumes that 
everything upon the notes and everything in 
the documentary evidence is absolutely 
accurate. 

The ‘supporters of the present system 
suggest that the same rule that applies to 
Cirenit Court cases on appeal substantially 
applies to High Court cases, but the answer 

ut forward to this is that a case in the 
High Court demands and receives much more 
careful preparation and attention, and is 
really regulated by rules which largely ee 
vent a party from being taken by surprise. For 
instance, rules about discovery, and interroga- 
tories, elaborate pleadings, and the fact of 
most High Court eases having their proofs 
and evidence carefully prepared and advised 
upon, rómder them unlikely to be affected 
by such matters as gravely affect the hearing 
of a Uirevit Court case, which, by reason of 
there being in general no pleadings or par- 
ticulars, and on account of the smallness of 
the payments or accounts involved not per- 
mitting of careful and accurate preliminary 
preparations and advice, is rather inclined 
to be presented in what one may call a 
“slap dash’’ method. 

THE JURISDICTION. 

Some dissatisfaction is also expressed about 
the amount of the Circuit Court jurisdiction. 
The old County Court jurisdiction in con- 
tracts and tort cases was up to a sum of £50. 
Many people think that this never should 
have been increased beyond, at most, £100, 
which would have been a doubling of the 
former jurisdiction. The present jurisdiction 
in the Circuit Court is up to £300 in both 
contract and tort. Apart trom the criticisms 
is ck op appeals already mentioned, it is 
thought by many that is far too large 
a figure. Such a sum of money is very 
considerable, indeed, having regard to the 
financial state of the majority of persons in 
this country, and if a bona fide action for 
a sum of over £100 is worth being brought, 
it is surely worth coming to the capital to 
fight it in these days when transport is so 
easy, so rapid, and so cheap. It is about 
fifty years or so since the old County Court 
jurisdiction was fixed at £50, when transport, 
as is well known, was much more difficult, 
costly, and slow than it is to-day. 


ILL-FOUNDED ACTIONS. 

One point which seems to have escaped the 
notice of those ‘in favour of a high jurisdic- 
tion in the Cirt Court is that 
it rather tends to encourage a number of 
actions which, 2 not bogus, are, at 
any rate, ill-founded, because an ill-minded 
agg can, for comparatively little out- 
ay, bring a bogus or ill-founded action 
for £300 upon an alleged tort, 
while the defendant, if a person of substance, 
is in the unfortunate position of having to 
defend himself against a claim for a large 
amount, and probably against a charge which 
he would regard as even more serious, He 
has to instruct a solicitor, possibly obtain the 
services of expensive professional witnesses, 
and most likely retain a counsel of standing, 
who will be required to leave Dublin and go 
to the country for the Circuit Court hearipg 
at a possibly uncertain date or time, and 
whose fees will be correspondingly large. 
The most unfortunate thing is that the 
defendant, having succeeded before the Cir- 
cuit Judge and obtained a judgment with 
costs, finds that a plaintiff has no means of 
paying, and has lodged an appeal, which puts 
the defendant to the very serious costs of 
extracting and paying for a transcript. of 
the notes of the evidence, to be used by his 
solicitor and counsel at the hearing of that 


appeal. 
HIGH COURT COSTS. 

Another matter which has been criticised is 
the tendency to disallow High Court costs 
where an action is instituted in the High 
Court for an amount within the Circuit Court 
jurisdiction, or which results in a decision in 
favour of the plaintiff for less than such 
sum—namely, £300 This, some say, seems 
hard on a person to whom there is justly due 


a! summary summons in the High Court, and 
tains judgment, finds that he will not, 
without a special order being made, save in 
unusual circumstances, recover more than 
Circuit Court costs. If such a verson had 
p ‘in the Circuit Court, he would 
ineyitably be met with considerable delay. 
since most Circuit Court judges can sit in 
each of their counties only during about 
three months every year, and he ibly 
would be faced with the further dele and 
expense of an appeal by the defendant merely 
to gain time. 
It was thought, when the Circuit Court 
stem was introduced, that it would bring 
law to the doors of the citizens, but, 
critics say, the fact seems to have been over: 
looked that the bigger trade interests are 
ted in at most three or four cities in 
the Free State. If a trader -esident and 
carrying on in Dublin has to sue a 
debtor resident in Cork or Galway, it ences- 
sarily means that such trader, with his wit- 
og; and books and so forth, must travel to 
the Circuit Court. or Galway, where

Very little home-grown wheat has been on 
offer during the month, but prices are merely 
nominal owing to the absence of demand. 
imported descriptions have been irregular 
owing to the varying reports of the state 
of the crops. gs Wrge we latest United 
States report the winter wheat crop is esti- 
mated at f 299,000,000c ws. which á an in- 
crease of 14,000,000cwts. on last month’s fore- 
cast. The spring wheat crop is estimated at 
134,000,000cwts.; this is an increase of 
12,000,000c wts. on last years crop. the 
harvesting and threshing of the winter wheat 
crop has been proceeding under favourable 
weathér conditions, and “the quality of the 
wheat is reported as above the average, 
According to the Canadian official report, 
the area under wheat this year is about 
24,600,000 acres; this is a decrease on last 
year’s aréa of over 600,000 acres. The cun- 
dition of the crop seems fairly satisfactory, 
though in the early part of the month iu 
Central Saskatchewan and Southern Alberta 
heavy rains were badly n The latest 
report to hand states that. severe hailstorms 
have now been experienced, which have 
considerably damaged the crop. 

Only very. small supplies of home-grown 
barley have bebn offered, and prices are 
merely nominal. ‘Foreign feed descriptions 
have been freely offered, especially Russian 
and Danubian, and prices have shown 4 
slight fall. 

Spot supplies of Argentine maize have 
been short and prices have shown an advance 
all round. The second official estimate of 
the Argentine maize crop shows a yicld of 
125,000,000 ewts., which is nine million cwts, 
more than last year’s crop. 

The demand for home-grown oats continues 
dull and prices are practically unchanged, 
while little inquiry is passing for foreign 
descriptions. 

A slightly better demand was experienced 
for milling offals towards the close of the 
month, and a slight increase in price was 
reported from a number of centres. 

at cattle have not been very freely 
offered. The demand at all centres has been 
good, especially for well-finished beasts. At 
the close, first and second quality cattle 
averaged 52s. 6d. and 46s. 3d. respectively, 
per live cwt. 

A fair inquiry has been experienced for 
the useful pitchings of dairy cattle, and 
prices have improved on the month, 

The small pitchings of well-bred store 
cattle met an active trade, but poorer 
descriptions were difficult to clear. 

The. moderate supply of fat sheep met a 
steady demand at slightly higher prices. 

Fat lambs, which wete also _ freely 
marketed, made slightly higher prices at thg 
majority of centres, though lower prices 
were reported from one or two centres owing 
to the heavy supplies. 

A large number of store pigs have been 
on offer, and values are slightly reduced, 
though a slight improvement was experienced 
towards the close of the month. 

Rearing calves have been in less demand, 
and all except the best sorts are cheaper. 

The demand for butter has improved, and 
quotations are higher at all markets. 

Supplies of eggs are smaller, and an active 
trade has been passing at. higher prices.

foundation... When Britain recovered 
from her industrial upheavals the true 
condition of affairs in Germany began to 
manifest itself; and her people began to 
realise almost for the first time that they 
had lost a disastrous war. 

During this period of alternating 
activity and depression in Germany two 
things were happening. On the one hand, 
efforts were being made to settle the 
problem of reparations, and, on the other, 
Germany was plunging more and more 
heavily into debt. The Treaty of Versailles 
had fixed Gérmany’s financial liability 
for the War at the fantastic figure 
of £6,600,000,000, but in the long run 
common-sense prevailed. First the Dawes 
Scheme, and “afterwards the Young 
placed the reparations ques- 
tion upon a purely economic basis, and 
Germany's payments to the Allies were 
reduced to something over £100,000,000 a 
year, to be increased with the progress of 
time. During the protracted negotiations 
money was borrowed in huge quanti- 
ties from the United States, not only by 
the German Government for the purpose 
of reparations payments, but also by the 
Federal States and municipalities. Values 
changed so, rapidly in those days that 
money no sooner was borrowed than it was 
spent. Industrial firms erected new 
factories’ and improved their existing 
plant. Colonies of workmen’s dwellings 
were built regardless of expense, but every 
halfpenny of the money was on loan. Now 
Germany's chickens are coming home to 
roost. The reparations annuities must be 
met punctually and in full, and the 
countless short-term obligations of Reich, 
States and municipalities are falling due 
with paralysing rapidity. 

Throughout Europe the bitter task 
of paying for the has begun. 
In Germany two million men and 
women are out of work, Wages are 
low, purchasing power is poor, and the 
constant drain of reparations payments 
is beginning to take its toll. If the 
German people had realised their position 
ten years ago, they might have been in a 
better car; to-day; but, for once, they 
abandoned their traditional habits of 
thrift and good husbandry, with the result 
that the inevitable disillusionment found 
them wholly unprepared. Their American 
creditors are pressing for the return of the 
money that was lent during and after the 
inflation, They are experiencing now in 
concentrated form what Britain has. been 
experiencing for the last ten years, and 
their condition is likely to become worse 
before it is better. “The truth is that the 
Germans have not yet shouldered their 
full share of the war costs. They have 
continued to postpone the evil day, 
but further procrastination cannot help 
them. Unfortunately, there seems to 
be no man in Germany to take Gustav 
Stresemann’s place, He was a realist, 
whereas: his successors seem te be men 
of the English Socialist type, ready to do 
anything except face facts, Germany s 
future is the concern of every European ; 
for the continent’s prosperity dtpends 
largely on her successful emergence from 
her present discontents, Her first duty is 
to pay her way. When she has rid herself 
of the borrowing habit her progress will 
be easier.

Northern Agriculture. 


A curious instance of the lack of 
intimacy between the tvo Irish States 
is the South’s popular belicf that 
the Six Counties’ interests are almost 
entirely industrial. Actually agriculture 
is still the North’s premier concern, 
although it has shown. a lamentable 
decline for many years. According to 
the latest returns of the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture, the decline con- 
tinues in spite of strenuous efforts to stay 
it. The area of ploughed land in the 
province is now little. more than 535,000 
acres—a figure unprecedented since 1847. 
The areas under oats, under potatoes, and 
under flax are lower by 7,000, 15,000 and 
5,600 acres respectively, showing a 
decrease. in general of some 28,000 acres 
under crops. Against this loss we must 
set an increase of nearly 1,000 acres 
under wheat and of 272 acres under 
barley. The breeding of live-stock reveals 
a more cheerful tendency. Whereas the 
number of milch cows throughout the 
province is less by 12,000, and the 
numbers of turkeys and geese have 
decreased notably, increases of 48,000 in 
sheep, of 24,000 in pigs, and of half a 
million in poultry provide a more than 
adequate offset. Of Northern Ireland's 
agricultural produce, which is estimated 
roughly at an annual’ value of £15,000,000, 
live-stock accounts for £12,000,000, or 
almost eighty per cent. of the total. 
Apparently, therefore, the devotion of her 
Ministry of Agriculture to the breeding 
and improvement of live-stock is justified 
by its results. Ulster’s troubles are not 
altogether her own fault; for. the 
universal depression has hit her more 
hardly than the Free State. At present, 
moreover, she suffers from the handicaps 
that attend farmers in England through 
the "British Government’s professed 
inability to prevent foreign ‘‘dumping.”’ 
The figures which we have quoted do not 
justify pessimism ; yet there is much room 
for improvement, and enlightened ad- 
ministration at Westminster could have 
a salutary effect on the agricultural 
returns of the Six Counties. 


The Man at the Wheel. 


When another year 
ancient and honourable terms “‘ star- 
board ” and “‘port’’ will cease to be 
heard on British ships, and their place 
will be usurped by the “right ” and 
“left” of other seafaring rations. Their 
disappearance is the result of a recom- 
mendation made by the International 
Convention for Safety at Sea and sup- 
ported by the British Government. Some 
twenty years ago the ex-Kaiser of 
Germany made a similar suggestion, 
which was laughed ‘to scorn by an age 
that held faster to its traditional usages ; 
but, as it seems, the obscurity of the old 
orders creates confusion on ships bearing 
crews of mixed nationality, and the rule 
henceforth must prevail cver the excep- 
tion. The change has not been made 
without opposition—dictated largely, no 
doubt, by sentiment, but to an even 
greater extent by practical considerations, 
Officers of the Navy and of the Mercantile 
Marine. are certain that any advant2 zes 
derived from the new uniformity will be 
discounted, during the process of change, 
by a large number of accidents ; and those 
who have observed the mechanical] fashion 
in which the helmsman on an old ship 
obeys his orders will endorse their belief 
that great coufusion will arise. Although 
we cannot doubt that in the long run the 
change will be for the good, we may 
lament the passing of an old and salty 
custom. ‘Starboard’? and “ port” 
smacked unmistakably of the sea, 
“ Right ” and ‘‘left’’ are good terms for 
use on the land, but in their new applica- 
tion they are unromantie and devoid of 
character. Yet, perhaps, the change is 
less violent and more in keeping with the 
times than we suppose. What is the 
modern liner save a floating hotel, in 
whose interior the amenities of land are 
more conspicuous than thg rigours of sea?
